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Feminists  and  Fundamentalists  Team  Up 


Indianapolis  Enacts  Anti-Pornography  Bill

INDIANAPOLIS  —  Led  by 
feminist  and  fundamentalist  ac¬ 
tivists,  this  conservative  Christian 
community  became  the  first  in  the 
country  to  adopt  an  anti-porno¬ 
graphy  ordinance  purporting  to 
protect  women  from  “discrimina¬ 
tory  practices  of  sexual  subordina¬ 
tion  or  inequality.” 

Introduced  by  conservative  Re¬ 
publican  Councilwoman  Beulah 
Coughenour,  the  measure  was 
closely  modeled  on  a  proposal 
passed  by  the  Minneapolis  City 
Council  but  vetoed  by  its  mayor 
earlier  this  year.  (See  GCN,  Vol. 
11,  No.  25.)  The  Indianapolis  or¬ 
dinance  was  passed  by  a  23-5  vote 
of  the  City-County  Council  (of  In¬ 
dianapolis  and  Marion  County)  on 
April  23,  and  was  signed  by  Mayor 
William  Hudnut  on  May  1.  The 
same  day,  a  coalition  of  publishers 
and  distributors  filed  for  a  court 
injunction  and  ruling  on  the  con¬ 
stitutionality  of  the  ordinance, 
which  would  take  effect  30  days 
after  second  publication  of  notice. 

The  ordinance,  which  amends 
the  Human  Relations/Equal  Op¬ 
portunity  Code,  describes  porno¬ 
graphy  as  a  “discriminatory  prac¬ 
tice  based  on  sex  because  its  effect 
is  to  deny  women  equal  opportuni¬ 
ties  in  society.”  Pornography  is 
defined  as  “the  sexually  explicit 


subordination  of  women  graphic¬ 
ally  depicted,  whether  in  pictures 
or  in  words”  that  includes  pain, 
humiliation,  pleasure  in  being 
raped,  penetration  by  objects  or 
animals,  or  scenes  of  degradation 
in  a  sexual  context. 

Sections  concerning  “traffick¬ 
ing  of  pornography,”  “coercion 
into  pornographic  performance,” 
“forcing  pornography  on  a  per¬ 
son,”  and  “assault  or  physical  at¬ 
tack  due  to  pornography”  give 
complainants  cause  for  civil  action 
through  the  Office  of  Equal  Op¬ 
portunity  against  “perpetrators, 
makers,  distributors,  sellers,  and 
exhibitors”  of  the  material.  The 
measure’s  framing  in  a  civil  rights 
context  is  directly  credited  to 
feminist  activists  Catharine  Mac¬ 
Kinnon  and  Andrea  Dworkin, 
who  drafted  the  Minneapolis  pro¬ 
totype  anti-pornography  legisla¬ 
tion  based  on  the  radical  feminist 
analysis  of  pornography  as  vio¬ 
lence  against  women.  That  mea¬ 
sure’s  sponsor,  Minneapolis 
Councilwoman  Charlee  Hoyt,  was 
introduced  by  the  Indianapolis 
mayor  to  Councilwoman  Cough¬ 
enour  at  a  National  League  of 
Cities  meeting  earlier  this  year. 
Though  Hoyt  identifies  as  a  liberal 
feminist  and  Coughenour  as  a  con¬ 
servative  non-feminist,  both 


found  common  ground  in  support 
of  the  MacKinnon/Dworkin  anti¬ 
pornography  strategy. 

Observers  note  striking  dif¬ 
ferences  in  social  climates  and 
organized  constituencies  in  the 
first  two  cities  to  consider  such  leg¬ 
islation.  Minneapolis  boasts  a  long 
tradition  of  liberalism;  well- 
organized  and  relatively  influential 
feminist,  gay  and  lesbian  move¬ 
ments;  and  affectional  preference 
civil  rights  protection.  In  contrast, 
Indianapolis  is  known  for  conser¬ 
vatism;  has  relatively  small,  low- 
profile  feminist,  gay  and  lesbian 
communities;  and  lacks  gay  and 
lesbian  civil  rights  protections. 
And  while  moral  majoritarians  re¬ 
mained  conspicuously  quiet  dur¬ 
ing  the  Minneapolis  anti-porn  pro¬ 
ceedings,  the  religious  right  has 
played  a  major  role  in  Indianapolis 
events. 

Fundamentalist  mobilization 
behind  a  purportedly  feminist 
measure  holds  disturbing  implica¬ 
tions  for  some,  while  others  mini¬ 
mize  its  importance.  Minneapolis’ 
Hoyt  told  GCN,  “It’s  very  in¬ 
teresting  that  a  conservative  city 
would  pass  a  liberal  issue  first. 
[Coughenour]  and  I  are  not  from 
the  same  mode  of  thinking  on 
other  issues,  but  we’re  together  on 
this.  If  you  look  long  enough, 


Gay  Political  Caucus 
Picks  Shannon  for  Senate

BOSTON  —  The  Massachusetts 
Gay  Political  Caucus  voted  on 
May  7  to  endorse  the  candidacy  of 
U.S.  Rep.  James  Shannon 
(D-Lowell)  for  the  Senate  seat  be¬ 
ing  vacated  this  year  by  Demo¬ 
cratic  incumbent  Paul  Tsongas. 

The  Caucus  endorsement 
followed  a  candidates’  forum  that 
featured  five  of  the  six  Democrats 
and  one  of  the  four  Republicans 
vying  for  the  job.  Socialist 
Workers  Party  candidate 
Christine  Gauvreau,  the  only  an¬ 
nounced  non-Democrat,  non-Re- 
publican  in  the  race,  was  not  in¬ 
vited. 

Democrat  William  Hebert, 
former  executive  director  of  the 
Massachusetts  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  and  a  member  of  the  board  of 
Blue  Shield,  led  the  roster  of  can¬ 
didates  with  several  minutes  of  in¬ 
troductory  remarks  that  referred 
obliquely  to  “those  issues”  and 
“your  interests.” 

“I  was  struck  by  the  fact  that 
you  never  used  the  words  ‘gay’  or 
‘lesbian,’  ”  commented  a  member 
of  the  audience  during  the  ques¬ 
tion  and  answer  period  that 
followed.  “That  bothers  me.” 

“It’s  my  failure,”  Hebert  ad¬ 
mitted,  apparently  surprised  by 
the  question.  “I  need  help  in  un¬ 
derstanding  your  causes.” 

Other  questioners  criticized 
Hebert  for  failing  to  promote  a 
policy  of  sexual  preference  non¬ 
discrimination  while  he  worked  at 
the  teachers’  union. 

“Like  in  many  things,  there’s 
been  a  new  beginning,”  the  can¬ 
didate  offered. 

Far  Right  anti-abortion  activist 
Dr.  Mildred  Jefferson,  a  candidate 
on  the  Republican  slate,  started 
with  an  explanation  of  her  incon¬ 
gruous  appearance.  “I’m  delight¬ 
ed  to  be  here  because  I  intend  to  go 


wherever  I’m  invited,”  she  said. 

Jefferson,  who  is  black,  then 
sought  to  explain  her  philosophy 
of  civil  rights.  “I  was  not  active  in 
the  racial  civil  rights  cause,”  she 
explained,  “because  I  will  not  be 
active  in  any  political  cause  in 
which  I  have  a  direct  and  personal 
interest.” 

Jefferson  said  she  opposed  the 
federal  lesbian  and  gay  rights  bill 
because  “it  places  a  weapon  in  the 
hands  of  those  who  might  use  it  to 
create  the  kind  of  oppression  we 
are  trying  to  avoid.” 

“For  the  same  reason  that  I  do 
not  support  that  legislation  I  do 
not  support  the  ERA,”  she  added. 
“There  is  no  discrimination  in  the 
Constitution.” 

Jefferson  too  avoided  use  of  the 
words  “lesbian”  and  “gay,”  a 
fact  noted  by  a  questioner. 

“Just  as  I  will  not  provoke  the 
racial  confrontation,  I  will  not 
provoke  the  sexual 
confrontation,”  the  candidate 
replied. 

Lt.  Governor  John  Kerry  fol¬ 
lowed  with  a  criticism  of  Jeffer¬ 
son’s  statement.  “I  do  not  now, 
nor  have  I  ever  in  my  life,  nor 
should  we  in  this  country  consider 
the  words  ‘gay’  or  ‘lesbian’  words 
of  confrontation,”  he  said. 
Homosexuality,  Kerry  claimed, 
“is  not  a  matter  of  preference  as  it 
has  been  referred  to,  but,  as  it  says 
in  the  legislation,  a  matter  of 
orientation,  a  matter  of  right,  a 
matter  of  being.” 

Kerry  said  he  had  worked  for 
the  lesbian  and  gay  rights  bill  in  the 
state  legislature.  “I  have  fought 
for  the  legislation  on  the  Hill,”  he 
said.  “I  have  mailed  out  letters  to 
members  of  the  legislature  and  I 
have  spoken  out.” 

U.S.  Representative  James 
Shannon,  whose  district  includes 


Lawrence,  Lowell  and  Framing¬ 
ham,  noted  that  he  has  co-spon¬ 
sored  the  federal  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  bill  since  his  First  term  in 
Congress. 

“I’d  be  very  proud  of  your  sup¬ 
port,”  promised  Shannon.  “I’d 
advertise  it  and  I’d  take  it  to  Wash¬ 
ington  next  year.”  A  loud  ovation 
foretold  the  wide  margin  by  which

there  are  things  people  can  agree 
on.” 

Coughenour  agreed  that  she 
found  “no  problem”  in  aligning 
with  feminists  against  pornogra¬ 
phy,  despite  differences  in  philoso¬ 
phy.  Coughenour  opposes  the 
ERA  and  reproductive  rights  for 
women  and  characterizes  legal 
protections  for  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  as  “artificial”  and  “irrele¬ 
vant.”  She  drew  a  parallel  between 
the  rights  of  unborn  children  over 
the  rights  of  women  and  the  rights 
of  women  over  First  Amendment 
considerations,  saying,  “the  Con¬ 
stitution  protects  people  up  to 
when  others  are  involved.” 

Catharine  MacKinnon,  radical 
feminist  theorist  and  law  professor 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota, 
was  among  those  who  testified  for 
the  ordinance  at  an  April  16  hear¬ 
ing  before  a  City /County  Council 
subcommittee.  MacKinnon  could 
not  be  reached  for  comment  by 
presstime. 

Among  those  speaking  in  op¬ 
position  was  feminist  law  student 
Jan  Kreuscher.  After  decrying 
“violence,  pornography  and 
discrimination,”  she  argued  that 
“the  way  to  fight  discrimination  is 
by  increasing  communication, 
rather  than  by  restricting  the 
amount  of  information  in 
society.”  Kreuscher  told  GCN 
that  since  the  ordinance’s  passage, 
“people  are  thinking  about  porno¬ 
graphy,  but  the  theory  behind  it 
isn’t  being  spoken  of.  There’s  very 
little  talk  about  sex  discrimination 
and  inequities  of  power.” 

The  April  23  council  meeting  at 
which  the  measure  was  adopted 
was  packed  with  about  300  follow¬ 
ers  of  the  Rev.  Greg  Dixon,  pastor 
of  the  Indianapolis  Baptist  Tem¬ 
ple.  Dixon,  past  board  member  of 
Moral  Majority,  Inc.,  and  current 
chair  of  the  Coalition  for  a  Clean 
Community,  told  GCN  that  while 
“this  particular  legislation  would 
be  primarily  restricted  to  the  vio¬ 
lent  type  . . .  our  overall  goal  is  to 


end  all  kinds  of  pornography  and 
rid  the  city  of  adult  theaters,  book¬ 
stores,  massage  parlors  and  so 
forth.” 

Dixon  called  the  ordinance  a 
“major  step”  in  setting  a  moral 
climate  in  the  city,  expressing  hope 
that  over  time  “we  can  raise  the 
standards  of  the  community  even 
higher  towards  a  more  moral, 
Christian  society.”  Regarding  rad¬ 
ical  feminist  backing  of  the  or¬ 
dinance,  Dixon  commented,  “I’ve 
said  all  along  that  pornography 
ought  to  be  a  feminist  issue.  It 
doesn’t  bother  me  at  all  the  femin¬ 
ists  and  fundamentalists  would 
join  up  in  a  campaign  of  this 
kind.” 

Indianapolis  NOW  chapter  pre¬ 
sident  Bonnie  Fishman  said  the 
two  forces  formed  “not  an  alli¬ 
ance,  but  a  crossing  of  paths.”  She 
said  that  her  chapter  endorsed  the 
national  NOW  definition  of  por¬ 
nography  as  “as  issue  of  exploit¬ 
ation  and  violence”  but  that  it  had 
not  taken  a  stand  on  the  ordin¬ 
ance.  “The  issue  is  much  too  com¬ 
plicated  to  swim  through  and  hap¬ 
pened  very  fast,”  said  Fishman. 

The  president  of  the  Frances 
Wright  NOW  chapter,  Sue  Wag¬ 
ner,  told  GCN  that  though  “we 
would  logically  have  been  behind 
it,”  her  group  also  had  not 
mobilized  around  the  ordinance. 
Former  NOW  state  coordinator 
Jill  Chambers  registered  personal 
opposition  to  the  measure,  calling 
it  “a  waste  of  time,”  and  “a 
political  gesture.” 

Concerns  about  the  ordinance 
being  used  to  bolster  a  law-and- 
order  morality  crusade  were  ex¬ 
pressed  by  several  people  contact¬ 
ed  by  GCN.  Jan  Kreuscher  called 
the  measure  “a  reaction  against 
sex  as  much  as  against  pornogra¬ 
phy.  .  .part  of  a  package  aimed  at 
reducing  visible  sexuality.” 

A  gay  male  activist  working 
against  police  abuses,  who  prefer¬ 
red  to  remain  unidentified,  de-

Wareham  Defendant 
Agrees  to  Plea  Bargain

BROCKTON,  MA  —  Seven¬ 
teen  months  after  the  arrests  of 
two  men  at  a  Wareham  cottage 
sparked  FBI  investigations  of  the 
North  American  Man/Boy  Love 
Association  (NAMBLA)  and  lurid 
press  accounts  of  so-called  “boy 
sex  rings ,”  one  man  has  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  in  exchange  for  a  sus¬ 
pended  sentence  and  the  other  has 
failed  to  appear  in  court,  forfeiting 
his  bail. 

But  Brett  Portman,  who  on 
April  19  agreed  to  plead  guilty  to 
two  counts  of  “indecent  assault 
and  battery”  on  a  person  over  the 
age  of  16  in  exchange  for  a  five- 
year  suspended  sentence  with  pro¬ 
bation  and  psychological  counsel¬ 
ing,  emphatically  maintains  his  in¬ 
nocence.  Portman  told  GCN  he 
decided  to  plea  bargain  because  he 
felt  that  given  the  nature  of  the 
charges  he  could  not  obtain  a  fair 
trial.  “The  accusation  is  all  it 
takes,”  he  said.  “The  facts  of  the 
case  are  almost  irrelevant.” 

“Standing  up  for  truth  and 
justice  isn’t  worth  [the  risk  of]  ten 
years  at  Walpole,”  Portman  add¬ 


ed.  “I  was  up  there  on  the  stand 
swearing  that  all  this  stuff  was  true 
and  it  was  all  fairy  tales.  But  that 
was  the  price  of  plea  bargaining.” 

Portman’s  attorney,  Richard 
Iandoli,  said  the  police  and  pro¬ 
secution  had  put  pressure  on  the 
alleged  “victim,”  Ishmael 
Rodriguez,  “to  keep  him  lying.” 
And,  Iandoli  explained,  because 
the  prosecution  had  no  evidence 
and  no  witnesses,  “it  would  com¬ 
pletely  become  his  word  against 
Brett’s.  With  all  the  stuff  right 
now  about  child  abuse  and  the 
general  homophobia  in  society,  if 
it  came  to  his  word  against  Brett’s, 
we  would  be  in  desperate  straits.” 

Iandoli  also  said  that  if  Portman 
had  pleaded  not  guilty  and  de¬ 
manded  a  full  trial,  he  faced  a 
strong  possibility  that  the  case 
would  be  re-assigned  to  a  par¬ 
ticular  judge  known  for  issuing  ex¬ 
tremely  harsh  sentences  in  similar 
cases. 

But,  Iandoli  said,  Plymouth 
County  Superior  Court  Judge 
Francis  Keating  expressed  concern 
that  men  imprisoned  for  “sex 


crimes”  are  often  beaten  by  fellow 
prisoners  and  prison  guards.  He 
said  Judge  Keating  also  noted  that 
“it  was  his  first  offense  and  that 
despite  all  the  talk  about  porno¬ 
graphy,  there  was  no  porno¬ 
graphy,  and  despite  all  the  talk 
about  a  ring,  there  was  no  ring. 
And  he  mentioned  all  the  national 
publicity  and  that  nothing  had 
come  of  that.” 

Wareham  Police  Detective  Jack 
Russell,  who  made  the  arrests,  told 
GCN  he  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
sentence.  “I  think  he  shoulda  went 
to  jail,”  Russell  said.  “I  don’t 
worry  about  the  safety  of  a  person. 
If  a  person  commits  a  crime,  he 
goes  to  jail.  I’ve  been  a  cop  a  long 
time  and  that’s  my  theory.” 

Former  NAMBLA  Defense 
Committee  Coordinator  David 
Groat,  the  other  man  charged  in 
the  1982  raid,  did  not  appear  in 
Plymouth  Superior  Court  for  the 
scheduled  start  of  his  trial  on  April 
24.  The  court  ordered  that  Groat’s 
$10,000  cash  bail  be  forfeited.

BOSTON  —  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  (SJC)  of 
Massachusetts  on  April  20  agreed  to  hear  the  case  of 
a  lesbian  journalist  fired  after  seven  years  of  award¬ 
winning  employment  at  the  Christian  Science 
Monitor. 

Christine  Madsen,  who  was  fired  in  January  1982 
after  a  series  of  unsubstantiated  rumors  prompted 
Monitor  officials  to  investigate  her  private  life  and 
discover  that  she  was  a  lesbian,  has  filed  a  $1  million 
lawsuit  against  the  paper,  charging  it  with  breach  of 
contract,  sexual  preference  discrimination,  violation 
of  her  privacy,  defamation  of  character,  bad  faith  ter¬ 
mination,  infliction  of  emotional  distress,  and  failure 
to  follow  their  own  personnel  procedures  and  by¬ 
laws. 

The  SJC  granted  Madsen’s  petition  for  direct  re¬ 
view  and  ordered  the  case  transferred  to  it  from  the 
appeals  court.  According  to  Madsen's  attorney, 
Katherine  Triantafillou,  oral  arguments  have  been 
scheduled  for  September.  Although  there  is  no 
statutory  protection  in  Massachusetts  to  prohibit  the 
firing  of  employees  on  account  of  their  sexual 
preference,  Triantafillou  says  she  will  argue  that 
“public  policy”  in  Massachusetts  forbids  such  discri¬ 
mination. 

Triantafillou  estimates  that  Madsen  will  need  at 
least  $50,000  to  see  the  case  through  trial.  Several  of 
Madsen’s  friends  have  formed  a  fundraising  commit¬ 
tee,  and  welcome  contributions,  volunteers  and  re¬ 
quests  for  information.

glad  day  for  bookshop  employee 

TORONTO  —  A  former  employee  of  the  Glad  Day 
Bookshop  here  has  won  his  appeal  of  an  obscenity 
conviction,  according  to  The  Body  Politic. 

The  Ontario  Court  of  Appeals  on  March  30  over¬ 
turned  the  guilty  verdict  handed  down  against  Kevin 
Orr  and  ordered  a  new  trial.  After  a  four-day  trial  end¬ 
ing  on  March  4,  1983,  Orr  was  convicted  of  possess¬ 
ing  obscene  material  while  at  work  in  the  city’s  only 
gay  bookstore. 

Orr’s  attorney  Diane  Martin  successfully  argued 
that  trial  judge  David  Vanek  erred  by  finding  two 
magazines,  Come  Watch  and  The  Leatherman,  ob¬ 
scene  based  on  the  outmoded  Hicklin  test,  “rejected 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  as  having  no  appli¬ 
cation  for  an  objective  determination  of  what  is  ob¬ 
scene.”  Martin  also  charged  that  Vanek  ignored  the 
evidence  that  demonstrated  the  magazines  fell  within 
the  community  standards  of  tolerance,  i.e.  that  the 
same  material  was  available  at  49  other  stores  in  the 
city  and  no  complaints  about  it  had  been  received. 

A  date  for  the  second  trial  has  not  yet  been  set. 


queer  beer  bashed 

SAN  DIEGO,  CAL  —  If  Sacramento  marketers 
have  their  way,  gay  folk  across  the  country  may  soon 
be  swilling  gay  suds.  Named  "Wilde’s,”  after  the  gay 
British  author  and  playwright.  Oscar  Wilde 
(1854-1900),  the  beer  is  brewed  at  the  Pearl  Brewery  in 
San  Antonio,  Texas  by  Ross-Nichols  Marketing.  The 
company  promises  to  return  35%  of  the  profit  to  local 
gay  service  and  sports  organizations,  according  to 
the  Bar  Area  Reporter. 

At  its  debut  in  Wilde's  first  test  city  of  San  Diego, 
the  gay  brew  encountered  unexpected  harassment 
from  overzealous  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  (ABC) 
agents.  On  its  first  day  of  sales  on  April  27,  the  beer 
was  removed  from  a  neighborhood  bar,  the  Depot,  by 
an  ABC  agent,  who  instructed  delivery  trucks  not  to 
deliver  the  beer  to  over  40  local  bars  which  had  re¬ 
quested  it.  By  evening  of  the  next  day,  however,  the 
beer  was  back  on  the  shelves. 

An  official  from  the  ABC  explained  that  Wilde's 
promoters  had  not  properly  filed  a  notification  of  their 
prices  and  did  not  sign  a  "territorial  agreement"  as  re¬ 
quired  by  law.  He  said  the  beer  would  not  be  con¬ 
fiscated  because  the  bar  owners  "acted  in  good 
faith"  when  they  bought  the  beer,  without  being 
aware  of  the  promoters'  violations  of  control  laws. 
Wilde's  brewers  are  currently  resolving  the  legal  prob¬ 
lem  and  meanwhile  have  announced  plans  to  market 
Wilde's  in  all  gay  bars  and  restaurants  nationwide. 
Watch  out,  Bud!

sanitizing  for  the  Olympics 

LOS  ANGELES  —  The  Los  Angeles  Police  De¬ 
partment  has  begun  its  campaign  to  sanitize  the  city 
in  anticipation  of  the  1984  Olympic  Games.  Both 
Wages  for  Housework  and  the  U.S.  Prostitutes  Collec¬ 
tive  have  criticized  the  cops’  plans,  according  to  the 
Los  Angeles  Reader. 

Vice  squad  member  James  Docherty  described 
the  situation  this  way:  “Our  intelligence  reports  indi¬ 
cate  that  prostitutes  from  all  over  the  world  will  be 
coming  to  Los  Angeles  in  early  June  in  order  to  estab¬ 
lish  themselves  with  safe  houses  and  pimps  so  they’ll 
be  ready  for  the  Olympics.” 

To  combat  this  dire  threat  to  the  city’s  public  re¬ 
lations  image,  Docherty  said  the  vice  squad  person¬ 
nel  will  be  nearly  tripled,  from  50  officers  to  140.  He 
said  the  goal  of  his  officers  will  not  be  to  eliminate 
prostitution,  but  to  “control  it.” 

Margaret  Prescod,  L.A.  spokeswoman  for  the 
U.S.  Prostitutes  Collective,  called  Docherty’s  plans 
“a  complete  waste  of  taxpayers’  money.  I  think  the 
police  should  focus  on  crimes  against  women,  which 
will  be  on  the  increase  when  the  Olympics  come.’” 

Prescod  observed  that  the  people  most  likely  to 
turn  to  prostitution  during  the  Games  are  juvenile  run¬ 
aways  and  destitute  women  of  color.  She  said  facili¬ 
ties  to  help  people  in  both  categories  are  sorely  lack¬ 
ing  in  the  L.A.  area. 


securing  benefits 

NEW  YORK  —  Representatives  of  the  National 
Gay  Task  Force  and  several  AIDS  service  organiza¬ 
tions  met  with  members  of  the  Social  Security  Ad¬ 
ministration  (SSA)  on  April  30  to  establish-  com¬ 
munication  channels  between  that  agency  and  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men.  Among  the  issues  raised  by  the 
gay  organizations  were  inordinate  delays  experienc¬ 
ed  by  some  persons  with  AIDS  before  gaining  access 
to  Supplemental  Security  Income  (SSI)  and  Social 
Security  Disability  Insurance  (SSDI)  and  failure  on  the 
part  of  some  state  disability  determination  officers  to 
follow  SSA  guidelines  for  expediting  applications  for 
AIDS  claimants. 

One  representative  at  the  meeting  who  has  AIDS 
told  the  government  officials,  "Only  after  much 
frustration,  and  countless  inquiries  on  my  part,  and 
only  after  I  had  to  endure  repeated  requests  for  irrele¬ 
vant  information  and  a  six-month  wait,  did  I  finally 
receive  benefits.” 

Among  the  specific  steps  that  the  SSA  was 
urged  to  take  to  expedite  AIDS  benefits  were:  adop¬ 
tion  of  special  teleservice  numbers  for  receiving  ap¬ 
plications  from  persons  with  AIDS  and  implementa¬ 
tion  of  systematic  follow-up  procedures  for  AIDS 
claims  (procedures  already  in  effect  in  New  York  City) 
and  designation  of  SSA  personnel  to  specialize  in 
AIDS  claims  and  work  with  AIDS  service  volunteers. 

SSA  Commissioner  Martha  McSteen  agreed  to 
expedite  handling  of  applications  from  persons  with 
AIDS  and  pledged  better  communication  by  her  agen¬ 
cy  with  AIDS  service  organizations.  Virginia  Apuzzo, 
executive  director  of  the  National  Gay  Task  Force, 
said  the  meeting  "demonstrates  a  willingness  on  the 
part  of  Social  Security  to  be  more  responsive  to  the 
needs  of  persons  with  AIDS  and  to  move  beyond  the 
helpful,  but  not  wholly  adequate,  policy  initiatives 
that  they  have  made  in  the  past  year.” 


creepy  legislation  department 

TALLAHASSEE,  Fla  —  A  bill  requiring  that  all 
people  who  die  from  communicable  diseases  —  par¬ 
ticularly  AIDS  —  be  cremated  or  buried  in  a  sealed 
metal  container  has  been  proposed  in  the  Florida 
state  legislature,  according  to  The  Weekly  News. 

Miami  Rep.  Jefferson  Reaves  has  cited  research 
indicating  a  "great  possibility”  that  the  bodily  fluids 
of  deceased  persons  with  AIDS  could  seep  from  an 
unsealed  wooden  coffin  into  the  water  supply.  “This 
is  a  good  bill  because  it’s  designed  to  keep  our  water 
system  clean,”  Reaves  said.  "A  stitch  in  time  saves 
nine  because  there’s  no  telling  how  much  it  might 
cost  to  cleanse  our  water  once  this  happens,”  he  added. 

When  first  introduced,  the  bill  specified  that  only 
AIDS  patients  would  be  required  to  have  sealed 
caskets.  It  was  later  amended  to  include  persons 
dead  of  other  communicable  diseases,  but  an  em¬ 
phasis  on  AIDS  was  left  intact. 

The  so-called  AIDS  Burial  Bill  was  ridiculed  by 
Dr.  Mark  Whiteside,  an  AIDS  researcher  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Miami’s  Tropical  Medicine  Program.  He  noted 
that  current  medical  thinking  posits  that  AIDS  is 
caused  by  a  blood-borne  agent  and  so  would  require 
repeated  direct  blood  contact  for  transmission.  “We 
treat  AIDS  deaths  like  we  do  people  with  hepatitis  B; 
we  don’t  put  them  in  a  metal  box.  There’s  no  logical 
reason  for  this;  it  sounds  to  me  like  an  exaggerated, 
misguided  concern  for  the  disease,"  Whiteside  said. 

Meanwhile,  gay  lobbyists  D.  Lynn  Mattingly  and 
Bonnie  Gouland  are  monitoring  the  bill’s  progress 
and  predict  it  will  be  defeated.  Mattingly  noted  that  a 
previous  bill  banning  gay  blood  donors  had  been  kill¬ 
ed  in  committee,  and  she  said,  “They  laughed  [that 
bill]  right  out  of  here,  and  from  the  tone  of  the  people 
right  now  in  Tallahassee,  I’d  say  we  have  no  problem 
with  this  one.” 


without  a  finding 

BOSTON  —  The  case  of  a  Dorchester  resident 
accused  of  assaulting  a  gay  man  on  Boylston  Street 
in  the  early  morning  hours  of  February  11  (see  GCN, 
Vol.  11,  No.  40)  has  been  continued  without  a  finding 
for  six  months. 

Mark  Wagner,  who  was  arrested  and  charged 
with  assault  and  battery  with  a  deadly  weapon  on  Lyn 
Frizzell,  will  thus  have  the  charges  dismissed  if  he 
faces  no  other  criminal  charges  in  the  next  half  year. 
Wagner  was  also  ordered  to  pay  a  $200  fine,  make 
restitution  to  Frizzell  for  clothing  damage  in  the 
assault,  and  perform  community  service  for  an  agen¬ 
cy  in  Dorchester. 


umass  bans  anti-gay  discrimination 

AMHERST,  Mass  —  Describing  a  number  of 
"ugly”  incidents  involving  physical  abuse  and  harass¬ 
ment  of  lesbians  and  gay  men,  Chancellor  Joseph 
Duffey  announced  the  inclusion  of  sexual  orientation 
in  the  school’s  anti-discrimination  clause  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  here.  According  to  the 
Washington  Blade ,  Duffey  announced  the  policy  on 
March  27  to  mark  the  university’s  first  Gay  and  Les¬ 
bian  Awareness  Week,  and  he  praised  the  “con¬ 
siderable  cost  and  courage"  of  lesbians  and  gay  men 
who  have  worked  for  “acceptance  and  understand¬ 
ing,  and  indeed,  celebration  of  diversity.” 


gay  workers  and  non-smokers  new 
discrimination  issues  on  campus 

Personnel  and  affirmative  action  officers  at  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  should  become  sensitive  to  the 
two  newest  discrimination  issues  of  the  1980s:  non- 
smoker  rights  and  the  sexual  preference  of  em¬ 
ployees,  according  to  Equal  Opportunity  in  Higher 
Education,  a  newsletter  on  Title  IX  and  civil  rights 
compliance. 

Although  problems  of  sex,  age  and  race  bias  will 
continue  to  dominate  the  agendas  of  college  com¬ 
pliance  officers,  these  two  new  issues  are  gaining 
legislative  support  across  the  country,  members  of 
the  College  and  University  Personnel  Association 
were  told  at  a  recent  meeting.  “These  two  discrimina¬ 
tion  areas  have  already  transformed  themselves  into 
legislation,  and  we  shold  be  ready  for  it,”  said 
Suzanne  Forsyth,  director  of  the  personnel  office  of 
the  American  Council  on  Education. 

The  newsletter  warns  that  the  “sexual  prefer¬ 
ence  issue”  will  be  of  concern  to  institutions  that  pro¬ 
vide  housing  for  married  students,  ROTC  programs 
and  basic  retirement  and  survivor  benefits  to 
employees.  William  Neff,  labor  relations  manager  at 
the  University  of  California  Medical  Center  in  San 
Francisco  noted  that  ROTC  programs  will  be  open  to 
gay  students  even  though  the  government  probably 
won’t  commission  them. 

If  legislation  extends  to  the  state  recognizing 
gay  and  lesbian  couples  as  married  persons,  Neff 
asked,  “How  are  you  going  to  deal  with  two  gays  who 
say  they’re  married  and  want  to  live  in  campus  mar¬ 
ried  housing  facilities?”  And  to  further  complicate 
matters,  what  if  they  don’t  smoke?

scribed  a  campaign  of  politically- 
motivated  harassment  by  the  In¬ 
diana  Police  Department  (IPD) 
and  the  County  Prosecutor’s  of¬ 
fice,  which  included  surveillance 
of  gay  bars  and  gathering  places, 
abuses  of  anti-loitering  ordinances 
and  what  he  termed  the  “frame- 
up”  of  34  men  on  charges  of  child 
molestation  last  fall.  He  said  that 
one  day  after  the  anti¬ 
pornography  ordinance’s  passage, 
several  bookstores,  including  at 
least  one  with  a  large  gay  male 
clientele,  were  raided  and  clerks  or 
owners  arrested  under  state 
obscenity  laws. 

The  Marion  County  Prosecu¬ 
tor’s  chief  counsel,  Deborah 
Daniels,  stated  that  the  raids  were 
conducted  by  the  IPD  as  part  of 
the  “ongoing  normal  course  of 
vice  detectives’  operations”  inde¬ 
pendent  of  the  civil  ordinance.  She 
confirmed  that  their  office  is 
“moderately  active  in  state  ob¬ 
scenity  law  prosecution”  and  had 
assisted  in  drafting  the  anti¬ 
pornography  ordinance. 

Kathy  Sarris,  president  of  Jus¬ 
tice,  the  statewide  gay  rights  coor¬ 
dinating  group,  said  that  attention 
given  pornography  has  been  dis¬ 
proportionate  to  its  actual  pre¬ 
sence  in  the  city,  which  she  termed 
“not  very  visible,  even  compared 
to  cities  much  smaller  than  In¬ 


dianapolis.”  She  characterized 
Marion  County  Prosecutor 
Stephen  Goldsmith  as  building  a 
career  on  “a  lot  of  flash”  around 
promoting  the  death  penalty  and 
campaigning  against  pornogra¬ 
phy. 

She  said,  however,  that  “the 
vast  majority  of  the  gay  communi¬ 
ty  probably  supported  the  bill. . . 
the  community  is  very  conserva¬ 
tive  and  reflects  a  lot  of  what 
stable  Hoosiers  want.”  She  knows 
of  many  gay  men  and  lesbians  who 
joined  in  anti-pornography  rallies 
and  added  that  “most  Hoosiers 
haven’t  realized  how  much  of  their 
money  is  spent  chasing  down  ob¬ 
scenity.  It’s  not  very  cost 
effective.” 


Sarris  said  that  she  personally 
believes  the  ordinance  “opened  up 
a  Pandora’s  box.  Once  you  point  a 
finger  at  one  kind  of  material,  you 
leave  the  door  open  for  other 
groups  to  do  that.  You  set  a  prece¬ 
dent  which  in  the  long  run  you 
may  regret  doing.” 

Sarris  pointed  out  the  possible 
significance  of  the  ordinance  for 
the  futures  of  local  gay  and  lesbian 
rights  initiatives.  Currently,  the 
Indiana  Supreme  Court  has  ruled 
that  city  ordinances  cannot  super¬ 
cede  state  legislation  and  therefore 
gay  rights  bills  cannot  be  intro¬ 
duced  at  the  local  level.  If  the  anti¬ 


pornography  ordinance  were  up¬ 
held  in  court,  Sarris  said,  it  would 
pave  the  way  for  the  introduction 
of  city  gay  rights  bills.  But,  she  ad¬ 
ded,  “I’m  fairly  certain  the  or¬ 
dinance  will  be  struck  down.” 

A  coalition  of  ten  complainants, 
including  the  American  Library 
Association  Freedom  to  Read 
Foundation  and  the  Association 
of  American  Publishers,  is  coor¬ 
dinating  legal  action  against  the 
ordinance.  The  suit  asks  the  U.S. 
District  Court  for  preliminary  and 
permanent  injunctions  against  en¬ 
forcement  and  a  declaratory  judg¬ 
ment  that  the  measure  is  uncon¬ 
stitutional. 

In  related  developments,  GCN 
learned  from  Minneapolis  Coun- 
cilwoman  Charlee  Hoyt  that  the 
special  task  force  appointed  to  re¬ 
view  the  Minneapolis  proposal 
finished  its  work  on  May  8  and  ef¬ 
fectively  killed  chances  for  suc¬ 
cessful  reintroduction  of  that 
city’s  anti-pornography  measure 
by  its  finding  that  the  proposal  is 
“not  actionable.”  Hoyt  said  that 
women’s  concerns  were  “erased” 
in  the  task  force’s  recommenda¬ 
tion  favoring  conventional  ob¬ 
scenity  restrictions  and  indicated 
that  organizers  in  four  other  cities 
would  reconsider  strategies  for 
promoting  the  MacKinnon/ 
Dworkin  legislative  approach.

Shannon  won  the  Caucus  endorse¬ 
ment  at  the  short  meeting  held 
after  the  forum. 

Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
James  Michael  Connolly  noted 
that  in  his  days  as  a  state  represen¬ 
tative  he  joined  with  colleague 
Barney  Frank  in  supporting  the 
creation  of  a  “black  state  senate 
seat.”  Connolly  also  said  he  cam¬ 
paigned  for  the  successful  passage 
of  a  state  Equal  Rights  Amend¬ 
ment  and  voted  for  the  lesbian  and 
gay  rights  bill.  But  Connolly  re¬ 
ceived  critical  questions  from  the 
audience  concerning  his  stand 
against  abortion. 

“I  see  abortion  as  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  human  life,”  he  said,  “and 
1  could  not  vote  for  the  destruction 
of  human  life  just  as  I  could  not 
vote  for  a  massive  arms  buildup, 
which  would  have  the  same  conse¬ 
quences.” 

David  Bartley,  former  Speaker 
of  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Re¬ 
presentatives,  noted  that  in  his 
tenure  at  that  post,  he  opposed  ef¬ 
forts  to  block  the  seating  of  newly- 
elected  Represenatives  Elaine  No¬ 
ble  and  Mel  King.  Noble  faced  op¬ 
position  to  her  seating  because  she 
was  a  lesbian,  and  King  faced  op¬ 
position  because  he  appeared  on 
the  floor  of  the  House  without  a 
necktie.  “He  was  seated,”  Bartley 


recalled  of  King,  “and  the  dem¬ 
ocracy  and  western  civilization 
prevailed.” 


Neither  Ray  Shamie  nor  Elliot 
Richardson,  the  two  major  Re¬ 
publican  contenders  for  the  seat, 
appeared  at  the  forum,  although 
Caucus  co-chair  Steven  Tierney 
says  both  were  invited.  And 
neither  Shamie  nor  Richardson 
returned  a  questionnaire  prepared 
by  the  Caucus.  Richardson  aide 
Paul  Martin  told  GCN  he  never 
received  an  invitation,  although  he 
did  confirm  receipt  of  the  ques¬ 
tionnaire  the  Caucus  says  it  mailed 
with  the  invitations.  Charley  Man¬ 
ning,  press  secretary  for  the 
Shamie  campaign,  told  GCN  his 
candidate  was  “not  attending 
anything  in  which  the  Democrats 
are  involved.”  Tierney  told  GCN 
he  was  unable  to  contact  the 
Socialist  Workers  Party  can¬ 
didate. 

The  candidates’  forum  was  co¬ 
sponsored  by  the  Caucus,  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Lesbian  and  Gay  Political 
Alliance,  the  Cambridge  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Alliance,  the  North  Shore 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Alliance,  the 
Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund 
New  England  Committee,  the 
Campaign  for  Social  Justice,  and 
the  Pioneer  Valley  People’s  Gay 
Alliance.

minor  problems 
too  controversial 

Dear  GC7V, 

You’ll  already  have  heard  of  the  customs  raid 
on  London’s  only  gay  community  bookshop 
“Gay’s  the  Word”.  The  happening,  unfortunate¬ 
ly,  has  political  repercussions  in  the  gay  scene 
here:  conservatives  (reformist  gays,  the  commer¬ 
cial  scene  and  moralistic  type  feminists)  who  are 
with  some  success  fighting  to  dominate  the  gay 
scene  here  received  from  the  raid  further 
arguments  for  their  softly-softly  politics  and  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  influencing  Gay’s  the  Word  not  to  stock 
‘risky’  literature  any  more,  which  of  course  in¬ 
cludes  minor  Problems  [a  review  for  children’s 
liberation  and  for  free  intergenerational  and 
childhood  relations  which  has  just  put  out  its 
fourth  issue,  available  from  Glad  Day  Bookshop, 
43  Winter  St.,  Boston,  MA  02108,  for  $2.75 
postpaid] .  We  see  this  decision  not  just  as  damage 
to  minor  Problems  but  as  part  of  an  overall 
development  which  cannot  be  in  the  interest  of 
gay  liberation. 

As  gay  press  in  this  country  (after  Gay  News’ 
fall)  is  restricted  to  the  free  ad  sheet  Capital  Gay, 
the  semiporn  monthly  Him,  and  the  archconser¬ 
vative  New  Gay  News,  coverage  of  British  hap¬ 
penings  by  gay  publications  abroad,  which  are 
read  and  have  their  influence  in  this  country, 
gains  an  increased  political  significance. 

Since  there  is  no  suggestion  that  Gay’s  the 
Word  evaded  customs  in  receiving  the  material 
which  has  been  seized  by  the  police,  all  of  it  from 
the  U.S.,  it  appears  that  the  authorities  will 
declare  some  of  the  books  ‘indecent,’  a  nebulous 
category  which  is  easy  to  establish  in  English  law. 
The  most  we  can  do  at  the  moment  is  publicise  the 
affair  and  generate  support. 

CHE  [Campaign  for  Homosexual  Equality,  a 
major  gay  and  lesbian  political  group  in  England] 
is  launching  a  pink  postcard  writing  campaign  to 
the  Home  Secretary  and  other  government  of¬ 
ficials. 

It  is  a  pity  that  Gay’s  the  Word  workers,  so  anx¬ 
ious  for  unity  and  opposition  to  the  State,  con¬ 
sider  minor  Problems  too  controversial  at  the  mo¬ 
ment.  The  bookshop  has  indicated  that  other 
titles,  among  them  Gay  Youth,  might  be  rejected 
next  time  they  are  delivered.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
they  will  review  their  position  in  the  light  of  the 
support  it  will  certainly  lose.

Massachusetts  Gay  Rights  Bill 


The  Massachusetts  gay  rights  bill 
is  expected  to  come  up  for  debate 
and  vote  in  the  state  Senate  within 
the  next  two  weeks,  according  to 
Mass  Gay  Political  Caucus  lobbyist 
Ben  Schatz.  The  Senate’s  version  of 
the  bill  to  prohibit  discrimination  on 
the  basis  of  sexual  orientation  in 
housing,  credit  and  public  accom¬ 
modations  is  currently  in  admini¬ 
strative  processing.  It  will  be  voted 
on  as  Senate  bill  79. 

The  Political  Caucus  urges  Massa¬ 
chusetts  residents  to  phone  or  write 
your  senator  and  ask  him/her  to 
support  the  bill.  When  writing, 


include  your  name  and  address  since 
mail  without  identification  is  more 
likely  to  be  ignored.  Ask  your 
friends  to  support  the  legislation. 
And,  if  your  senator  has  already 
been  supportive  of  Senate  bill  79,  be 
sure  to  thank  him  or  her.  Letters  to 
supportive  legislators  are  important, 
too. 

If  you  have  any  questions  or  want 
to  find  out  how  your  senator  voted 
on  the  bill  last  year,  call  the  Political

Thank  you  for  printing  Speaking  Out:  In  Sup¬ 
port  of  Kathy  Boudin.  It  seems  that  at  each  new 
political  trial,  we  need  to  be  reminded  again  to 
step  back  from  what  we  read  and  hear  in  the 
mainstream  media  and  look  at  the  circumstances 
for  ourselves. 

Last  week,  on  the  day  Kathy  Boudin  entered  a 
plea  of  guilty  to  some  of  the  charges  against  her,  I 
was  surprised  to  overhear  someone  I  know  say, 
"oh  right,  she’s  the  terrorist. . .’  I  don’t  know 
whether  he  said  that  because  of  his  own  criticism 
of  the  action  Kathy  was  charged  in,  or  because  he 
had  unthinkingly  accepted  the  news  accounts  of 
what  was  going  on.  My  initial  anger  at  his  state¬ 
ment  forced  me  to  remember  that  the  only  way  we 
can  know  “the  other  side”  is  if  we  each  continue 
to  take  responsibility  to  find  out  for  ourselves, 
and  to  help  make  sure  the  information  is  there  for 
other  people  as  well.

Dear  GCN, 

We  enjoy  your  newspaper  for  its  insightful, 
definitively  alternative  viewpoints.  Picking  up 
your  issue  for  this  May  5th,  we  were  happy  to  see 
the  letter  in  support  of  Kathy  Boudin.  In  these 
frightening  times  it  is  good  to  see  people  rise  up 
and  take  a  stand  for  what  is  right.  In  the  spirit  of 
these  brave  women,  we  would  like  to  comment  on 
the  showing  of  the  New  England  Women  in  Film 
and  Video’s  collection  of  films  at  the  Sack 
Cinema  Copley  Place.  For  a  women’s  nation¬ 
wide  organization  to  book  itself  into  such  a 
despicable  moviehouse  is  beyond  comprehension. 
Perhaps  a  few  issues  surrounding  Copley  Place 
and  Sack  Theatres  need  to  be  re-stated. 

First,  Copley  Place  is  the  focal  point  for  issues 
of  poor/working  people’s  displacement  through¬ 
out  the  Metropolitan  Boston  area.  The  fact  that 
one  can  see  the  remnants  of  Tent  City  —  that  ad¬ 
mirable  fight  against  Copley  Place  and  the 
displacement  of  poor/working  people  from  the 
South  end  and  lower  Beacon  Hill  —  from  its  win¬ 
dows  is  enough  reason  never  to  enter  Copley 
Place.  To  spend  money  in  Copley  Place  is  to  turn 
your  back  on  the  people  of  Boston  who  have  al¬ 
ready  been  displaced,  and  who  will  be,  by  this 
project.  As  most  people  in  Boston  /are  aware, 
Copley  Place  has  been  an  issue  in  this  city 
throughout  its  planning  even  initially  some  10,  15 
years  ago.  It  was  believed  at  that  time  that  such 
building  would  cause  displacement  and  a  sharp 
rise  in  the  rental  price  of  local,  available  housing. 
Copley  Place  as  well  as  other  inhumane  projects 
have  done  just  that. 

Second,  Copley  Place  is  virtually  inaccessible 
to  the  handicapped.  Elevators  for  the  handicap¬ 
ped  are  located  in  out-of-the-way  areas.  Perhaps 
the  builders  did  not  want  the  “ugliness”  of  the 
handicapped  visible  in  their  spacious  .architec¬ 
tural  “triumph.” 

Third,  Sack  Theatre’s  own  reputation  as  being 
inaccessible  to  the  handicapped.  The  Copley 
Place  Theatre  complex  is  no  more  accessble  than 
Sack’s  now-disputed  other  movie  houses. 

Fourth,  Sack  Theatre’s  history  of  union- 
busting,  speed-up  tactics  among  workers,  and 
low  wage  and  lack  of  benefits. 

Fifth,  Sack  Theatre’s  monopoly  on  bidding  for 
movies  in  the  Boston  area. 

We  believe  that  any  political  organization,  or 
organizations  such  as  New  England  Women  in 
Film  and  Video,  which  seek  to  raise  con¬ 
sciousness,  should  raise  their  own.  We  do  not 
have  complaint  with  NEWIFV  solely,  but  also  the 
Institute  of  Contemporary  Art  and  the  Boston 
Film  and  Video  Foundation  for  allowing  new  and 
alternative/political  films  to  be  shown  exclusively 
at  Copley  Place. 

We  believe  in  all  fairness  to  viewers  that  these 
films  should  be  located  under  better  auspices  so 
that  those  of  us  who  wish  to  view  such  gratifying 
films  do  not  have  to  give  our  hard-earned  dollars 
to  such  management.  Instead,  let  us  find  movie 
houses  where  we  can  have  our  consciousness  rais¬ 
ed  without  tainting  our  consciences.

It  will  be 
on  a  double  bill  with  Invitation  au  Voyage,  a 
French  film  about  a  young  man  who  is  obsessed 
with  his  dead  sister  and  when  he  is  not  preten¬ 
ding  to  be  her,  is  carrying  her  corpse  around  in  a 
case.  On  Thursday  a  camp  double  feature,  Myra 
Breckenridge  (with  cameo  roles  by  Tom  Selleck 
and  Farrah  F.  Majors)  and  Beyond  The  Valley  of 
the  Dolls,  a  funny,  though  somewhat  distasteful, 
parody  of  all  soap  opera  movies.  And  on  Friday, 
the  Boston  premiere  of  the  Italian  Ernesto,  a 
beautiful  ironic  tale  of  a  young  man’s  coming  of 
age  in  the  turn-of-the-century  Italy,  where  he 
finds  that  nothing  is  as  simple  as  it  seems,  or 
looks.

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Speaking  Out - 

Left  Out  at  the  New  York  Native

The  relationship  between  New  York’s  gay  and  lebsian  community  and  the  city’s  gay 
press  has  never  been  noted  for  its  ease  or  grace.  When  newspapers  here  aren’t  busily  making 
enemies  in  the  ranks  or  neglecting  to  cover  important  stories,  they  are  generally  in  the 
process  of  going  out  of  business,  which  local  lesbian  and  gay  publications  do  regularly  in  this 
town  —  like  morning  glories,  bursting  forth  with  a  coloful  and  promising  display,  but 
quickly  folding  up,  perhaps  to  be  resuscitated  by  another  day’s  dawn.  That  a  gay  newspaper 
cannot  last  long  in  New  York  City  (Gaysweek  survived  for  three  years;  Gotham,  only  for  a 
few  months)  proves  a  recurrent  source  of  consternation.  “It  had  so  many  ads  —  what 
happened?”  the  readers  wonder.  (Publishers  tend  to  ask  a  different  question:  “All  we  got 
were  complaints  —  where  was  the  community’s  financial  support?”)  Keen  in  everyone’s 
thoughts  is  the  realization  that  vast  numbers  of  lesbians  and  gay  men  —  all,  in  fact,  who  do 
not  command  their  own  publicity  apparatus  —  once  again  have  been  left  without  a  public 
voice. 

As  may  become  newly  apparent  in  upcoming  weeks,  however,  financial  bankruptcy  is 
not  required  for  the  mass  silencing  of  unpopular  voices.  The  New  York  Native,  which  for 
three-and-a-half  years  has  provided  an  informative,  captivating,  and  free-wheeling  open 
forum  for  its  contributors  and  readership,  has  in  recent  weeks  been  engaging,  for  all  intents 
and  purposes,  in  a  purge  of  lesbians  and  of  writers  with  a  politically  and  culturally  leftist 
point  of  view.  The  publisher  of  the  Native  first  censored  and  then  fired  a  prominent 
columnist  for  submitting  an  article  rebutting  a  previous  editorial  endorsement  of  Gary  Hart 
(“I’m  the  political  voice  of  the  Native,  ”  he  declared);  the  publisher  stifled  all  debate  on  the 
matter  within  the  newspaper’s  office  and  blocked  the  editor’s  plans  to  publish  a  statement  of 
protest;  subsequently,  he  froze  out  of  the  paper’s  decision-making  processes  all  who  had 
demurred  from  his  course  of  action;  in  the  course  of  the  general  realignment,  several 
contributing  writers,  the  national  news  editor,  and  I,  as  editor,  found  ourselves  with  no 
realistic  option  but  to  withhold  services  or  resign  in  protest.  What  this  will  mean 
immediately  for  the  paper’s  readers  will  be  less  pungent  local  political  coverage,  more 
fashion,  celebrity,  and  other  “lifestyle”  features  (  “The  10  Hottest  Bartenders  in  New 
York”),  and  incresingly  uncertain  news  reportage  and  analysis.  In  the  long  run,  the  city’s 
lesbians  and  gay  men  can  expect  something  more  chilling:  the  ridiculing,  stigmatization,  and 
ultimate  suppression  in  the  city’s  leading  gay  newspaper  of  those  who  guide  our 
community’s  development  with  intelligent  and  concerned  voices  of  dissent.  Unless  another 
medium  arises  to  take  the  Native’s  place  as  a  democratic  and  influential  forum  for  ideas  — 
or  unless  the  publisher  uncharacteristically  succumbs  to  public  outcry  and  relents  from  his 
stated  course  of  reformatting,  upscaling,  and  making  the  paper  “acceptable  to  the  kind  of 
gay  man  who  votes  for  Ronald  Reagan”  —  lesbians  and  gays  in  New  York  will  soon  find 
themselves  with  a  paper  that  serves  and  derives  its  operant  attitudes  from  the  country’s 
prevailing  climate  of  reaction  and  conservatism;  more  to  the  point,  they  will  be  left  with  a 
newspaper  that,  if  merely  by  default,  renders  the  community  as  a  whole  incapable  of 
vigilance  or  of  informed  dissent  by  denying  public  access  to  non-establishmentarian  views 
and  information. 

The  recent  events  at  the  Native  have  been  particularly  disheartening  for  those  of  us  who 
had  considered  it  to  be  invigorating,  full  of  promise,  an  exciting  attempt  at  synthesizing  the 
best  aspects  of  gay  journalism,  New  Journalism,  and  professional  journalistic  and  critical 
standards.  Armed  with  the  advice  and  best  efforts  of  several  dozen  extremely  talented 
contributors  and  a  small  editorial  staff,  it  would  be  possible,  I  thought,  to  remake  the  ways 
in  which  gay  and  lesbian  journalists  write  about  the  world,  providing  our  readers  with  a  new 
form  of  journalism,  one  that  might  prove  adequate  to  describing  a  phenomenon  as  honest, 
courageous,  and  revolutinary  as  our  homosexuality.  And  if  gay  New  Yorkers  could  be 
brought  together  for  the  common  digestion  of  material  that  was  cricual  to  their  lives,  might 
they  not  also  be  coaxed  into  perhaps  acting  on  it?  Those  of  us  who  believed  this  did  not 
consider  ourselves  naive. 

Some  of  us  neglected,  however,  to  consider  the  impact  on  these  efforts  of  a  publisher 
whose  expectations  of  gay  journalism  might  prove  to  take  a  more  material  bent.  The  issue 
did  not  come  up  for  quite  a  while  —  the  Native  was  too  small  to  inspire  any  serious  turf  wars, 
an  it  was  obvious  to  everyone  that  the  paper  hadn’t  a  prayer  of  making  any  money  for 
several  years  to  come.  A  core  of  activists  had  supported  the  paper  from  the  beginning,  but  it 
didn’t  experience  a  phenomenal  growth  in  readership  until  a  year-and-a-half  ago,  when  free 
personals  were  added,  provocative  covers  were  initiated,  and  a  professional  distributor  was 
hired.  For  the  publisher,  the  economic  equation  became  fairly  simple:  if  more  people  are 
purchasing  the  newspaper,  play  up  what  is  perceived  to  have  made  them  buy;  consequenty, 
bury  everything  else.  Simultaneously,  he  developed  the  corollary:  if  the  readership  is 
growing,  so  must  be  the  paper’s  (and  the  publisher’s)  political  influence.  He  started 
regularly  writing  and  publishing  signed  editorials. 

The  new,  unstated  policy  of  hyperactive  marketing  remained  relatively  inoffensive  so 
long  as  it  was  confined  to  mundane  concerns:  Do  we  put  a  T-shirt  on  the  cover  model,  or 
not?  Recently,  however,  the  publisher  has  been  extending  political  kingmaking  and 
marketing  decisions  into  the  basic  editorial  processes  of  the  New  York  Native,  up  to  and 
including  the  denial  of  public  print  to  those  who  have  presented  views  contrary  to  his  or 
who,  in  his  opinion,  are  damaging  to  the  prospects  of  booming  newsstand  sales,  needless  to 
say,  the  silencing  of  gays  by  gays  has  serious  implications  for  anyone  who  is  familiar  with  the 
astonishing  extent  to  which  lesbians  and  gay  men  have  been  suppressed  by  all 


commuications  media,  even,  it  seems,  our  own. 

The  events  of  recent  weeks  —  Native  publisher  Chuck  Ortleb’s  censoring  and  firing  of 
columnist  Doug  Ireland  for  writing  favorably  about  Jesse  Jackson,  my  de  facto  dismissal, 
Ortleb’s  veto  of  a  proposed  women’s  section  in  the  Native  with  the  words,  “If  the  women 
stopped  writing,  sales  would  go  up,”  and,  a  few  months  ago,  the  Advocate’s  abrupt  and 
capricious  firing  of  Washington,  D.C.,  editor  Larry  Bush  —  these  and  other  publishers’ 
actions  are  neither  unrelated  nor  discrete;  they  are  symptoms  of  systemic  problems  inherent 
in  the  nature  of  publisher/writer  relationships.  Since  our  publishers  almost  universally  had 
proven  unable  (or  unwilling)  to  compensate  us  for  our  services  with  much  more  than  a 
byline,  many  of  us  had  considered  (indeed,  had  been  encouraged  in  our  belief)  that  we  were 
entering  into  a  tacit  partnership,  a  professional  marriage,  to  which  we,  as  creative  souls, 
would  bring  some  spark  and  the  publishers  would  bring  the  capital,  and  eventurally  all 
would  share  in  the  cozy  knowledge  that  we  had  made  a  tiny  piece  of  the  world  a  little  bit 
better  for  lesbians  ansd  gay  men  (and  if  there  were  other  rewards,  these  would  be  meted  out 
also).  Not  surprisingly,  many  of  us  writers  and  editors  now  feel  hoodwinked. 

The  breaking  of  an  implied  contract  dictating  the  parameters  and  responsibilities  of 
professional  behavior  leads  to  the  raising  of  any  number  of  discomforting  questions.  Like: 
To  whom  are  a  gay  newspaper  and  its  publisher  responsible?  At  a  profit-making  enterprise 
such  as  the  Native,  the  lines  of  fiscal  responsibility  are  very  clear  and  exclusive:  publisher  to 
board  of  directors  to  stockholders.  In  journalistic  and  other  editorial  matters,  lip  service  is 
generally  paid  to  a  paper’s  responsibility  to  its  community  and  to  ethical  standard  such  as 
honesty,  diligence,  and  “objectivity,”  whatever  that  might  be.  But  what  can  writers  and 
staff  do  when  something  goes  wrong  —  when  a  publisher,  say,  annoucnes  plans  to  baji  an 
author  or  an  entire  sex  on  clearly  ideological  or  sexist  grounds,  or  attemtps  to  sway  a  paper’s 
concerns  from  those  of  gay  liberation  to  those  of  Reagan  Republicans?  Usually  they  can  do 
nothing.  Even  at  publications  that  are  known  to  be  turning  a  handsome  profit,  the  gay  and 
lesbian  press  remains  nonunionized;  publishers  retain  authority  to  hire,  fire,  impose  salary 
cuts,  alter  job  reponsibilities,  kill  articles,  stall  and  arbitrarily  reduce  rates  of  payment  to 
writers,  with  no  justification  required,  other  than  whim.  In  the  disputes  at  the  Native,  once 
the  dissidents  had  exhausted  internal  means  of  protest,  we  went  public  with  our  grievances, 
notifying  the  Village  Voice  and  the  major  gay  and  lesbian  press  that  things  were  amiss, 
writing  and  signing  a  detailed  letter  of  protest  (submitted  to  the  Native  with  the  signatures  of 
nearly  two  dozen  present  and  former  contributors  to  the  paper;  it  has  not  been  published), 
and  circulating  a  call  to  lesbian  and  gay  writers  to  explore  the  systemic  problems  and  issues 
of  their  craft  and,  instead  of  attempting  always  to  accommodate  publishers  on  publishers’ 
terms,  to  consider  organizing  throughout  the  Newspaper  Guild  or  through  the  National 
Writers  Union  (whose  eastern  regional  vice-president,  Jeff  Weinstein,  an  openly  gay 
contributor  to  the  Village  Voice,  is  attempting  to  organize  a  gay  and  lesbian  caucus).  The

What  can  the  community  do  if  it  feels  wronged  by  a  publication  that  purports  to  serve 
it?  Again,  in  the  case  of  a  privately  owned  company,  not  much,  short  of  an  economic 
boycott,  a  tactic  which  many  of  us  who  are  concerned  with  free  speech  are  reluctant  to 
endorse  against  a  minority  newspaper.  Angry  letters  can  be  mailed  to  the  editor, 
subscriptions  can  be  withdrawn,  meetings  can  be  called,  and  protests  can  be  lodged  with 
advertisers,  but  if  a  publisher  has  determined  he  need  not  consider  the  opinions  of  his 
readership  or  the  implications  of  his  actions  before  enforcing  sweeping  changes  in  the 
coverage  of  his  community  and  his  readers’  lives,  then  there  is  little  to  be  done  by  anyone  not 
financially  connected  to  the  paper  —  except  to  encourage  other  gay  publications  to  fill  the 
breach. 

There  have  been  slight,  superficial  indications  of  second  thought  amongst  the 
mangement  at  the  Native.  In  its  most  recent  issue  (number  89),  the  paper  published  the 
group-signed  open  call  to  writers  to  organize,  as  well  as  two  letters  from  rank-and-file 
readers  expressing  outrage  over  reports  in  the  Village  Voice  of  the  Native’s  impending 
rightward  lurch.  Aside  from  a  lame  attempt  at  besmirching  the  Voice’s  Geoffrey  Stokes, 
Ortleb’s  editorial  response  was  generally  moderate:  “This  does  not  mean . . .  that  any  voice 
will  be  stifled  in  our  pages  simply  because  we  disageree  with  it ... .  We  will  continue  to  be 
open  to  any  writer  who  presents  us  with  informative  and  interesting  work  [emphasis  his], 
and  we  hope  that  this  will  include  both  current  and  past  contributors.”  Indeed,  a  gay 
newspaper,  unselfishly  published,  is  an  extremely  important  community  institution,  and  it 
would  be  very  rewarding  to  see  the  publisher  of  the  Native  live  up  to  his  pledge  to  maintain 
the  publication  as  something  more  than  a  vanity  press.  His  editroial  indications  of  good 
faith  remain,  however,  only  superficial;  for  tucked  away  in  the  middle  of  that  same  issue  of 
the  paper  is  to  be  found  Chuck  Ortleb’s  real,  gut  response  to  the  recent  complaints,  his 
unequivocal  statement  that  he,  the  publisher,  holds  no  accountability  for  any  of  his  actions; 
indeed,  doesn’t  have  to  listen  to  anyone  at  all:  a  brand-new,  half-page  subscription  ad  for 
the  Native  which  thumbs  its  nose  at  the  contributors  and  readers:  “You’re  Not  Run  By 
Committee.  Neither  Are  We.”  And  so  continues  the  silencing  of  the  unpopular,  the  creation 
of  outcasts,  one  little  chunk  at  a  time,  deception  built  up  on  self-interest,  growing  taller  and 
darker,  like  a  sturdy  stone  wall  being  constructed  slowly  around  New  York’s  gay 
community,  which  finds  after  a  while  that  it  cannot  hear  anything,  cannot  see  anything; 
cannot,  in  fact,  remember  when  last  it  witnessed  the  brilliant  hues  of  a  bright,  virtuous 
morning  glory. 


The  signatories  are  asking  major  gay  and  lesbian  publications  to  publish  the 
following  Letter  to  the  Editor  as  an  outreach  to  lesbian  and  gay  writers. 

As  gay  and  lesbian  writers,  we  have  often  found  ourselves  on  the  horns  of  a 
dilemma.  We  are  committed  to  our  professional  craft  and  its  standards;  we  are 
also  committed  as  lesbians  and  gay  men  to  the  proposition  that  our  lives  can  be  fill¬ 
ed  with  dignity  and  affection  —  in  stark  contrast  to  the  messages  often  sent  by  the 
mass  media. 

The  gay  press  which  publishes  our  work  is,  like  many  gay  institutions,  only 
beginning  to  emerge  from  the  sponsorship  of  single  individuals  into  stable,  well- 
staffed,  and  well-financed  enterprises.  Inevitably,  this  change  creates  tensions.  In 
particular,  as  these  publications  continue  to  grow  in  size,  the  ever-present  friction 
between  writers  and  management  (prevalent  throughout  the  publishing  industry) 
begins  to  emerge  in  the  gay  press  as  well. 

Many  of  us  have  sought  to  postpone  addressing  this  reality,  partly  from  the 
hope  that  our  shared  sexual  orientation  would  eventually  lead  to  a  resolution  be¬ 
tween  management  and  writers.  We  now  accept  that  this  belief  has  been  a 
dishonest  flight  from  reality.  Certain  issues  must  be  explored  —  not  evaded  —  on 
our  common  ground  as  writers  in  the  gay  and  lesbian  press. 

We  believe  those  issues  are  wide-ranging,  from  ethics  to  journalism  to  stan¬ 
dards  of  payment  —  in  short,  the  issues  that  all  journalists  find  themselves  with  as 
professionals  and  as  part  of  the  publishing  world.  Necessarily,  this  means  we  must 
open  discussion  with  such  writers’  groups  as  the  Newspaper  Guild  and  the  Na¬ 
tional  Writers  Union. 

We  ask  writers  from  all  publications  to  contact  us  as  a  first  step  in  this  pro¬ 
cess.  We  believe  that  the  next  stage  of  growth  for  us  and  the  gay  press  may  well  re¬ 
quire  a  unity  based  on  common  realities  —  unity  which  will  elude  us  without  action 
now.

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The  Lobster  Pot:  A  Friendly  and 

Comfortable  Place

After  a  long  day  tromping  in  and  out  of  the  leather 
stores  along  Commercial  Street  we  went  in  search  of 
a  comfortable,  friendly  sort  of  place,  with  good  sup¬ 
pers,  and  hot  coffee,  before  heading  back  to  the  inn 
for  another  rousing  game  of  Clue  with  the  innkeepers 
and  houseboy. 

A  very  relaxing  restaurant  our  group  of  four  (it's  not 
what  you  think)  checked  out  was  The  Lobster  Pot. 
Located  in  the  heart  of  town  on  the  corner  of  Com¬ 
mercial  and  Standish,  the  restaurant  features  a  wide 
range  of  seafood  dishes,  as  well  as  housing  a  bakery 
and  seafood  counter.  Felix,  the  doorman,  will  give 
you  a  big  welcome,  then  shoo  you  toward  the  airy 
dining  room,  which  is  complete  with  candles  and 
flowers  on  each  table  and  a  pleasant  view  of  the  bay. 

The  menu  devotes  itself,  quite  naturally,  to 
seafood,  with  a  few  token  steak  and  chicken  dishes. 

Good  Food  at 
Ocean's  Inn

I  have  to  admit,  that  in  my  many  years  of  review¬ 
ing,  I've  never  really  thought  of  reviewing  food.  Oh,  I 
love  to  eat,  and  I  love  to  read  about  restaurants;  I've 
even  been  known  to  whip  up  a  pretty  fine  meal, 
when  I  get  an  evening  free.  But  write  about  someone 
else's  food?  That's  a  new  one.  So  I  have  to  say  that  it 
was  with  fear  and  trepidation  that  I  set  off  with  a  din¬ 
ing  partner  for  the  Ocean's  Inn. 

We  arrived  through  the  dimly  lit  bar/waiting 
lounge  on  the  first  floor,  and  were  immediately  taken 
up  to  our  seats.  The  restaurant  itself  has  subtle 
lighting  —  not  so  dark  that  you  can't  see  what  you're 
eating  —  and  the  tables  were  grouped  so  that  you  felt 
cozily  secluded  from  the  other  patrons.  The  at¬ 
mosphere  would  lend  itself  to  romantic  dining, 
although  the  decor  lacked  a  particular  personality 
which  would  indelibly  mark  Ocean's  Inn  as  the  place 
where  you  first  noticed  his/her  ravishingly  lovely  eyes 
(another  advantage  of  adequate  lighting).  However, 
the  owner  has  an  excellent  collection  of  Hirschfeld 
drawings  covering  the  walls,  and  in  the  bathrooms 
(are  you  supposed  to  say  "facilities"?),  which  sug¬ 
gests  that  New  York  Times  readers  may  comprise  a 
portion  of  the  clientele.  And  if  your  dinner  compa¬ 
nion  is  boring  ( not  the  him/her  you  first  remember, 
but  the  one  you'd  rather  forget)  you  can  always 
count  the  "NINA"s  in  the  drawings. 

But  before  you  get  too  bored  with  your  compa¬ 
nion,  the  very  competent  waitperson  will  appear  to 
direct  you  to  the  relish  table,  and  take  your  order  for 
cocktails.  The  waitress  I  had  was  friendly  and  atten¬ 
tive,  but  unobtrusive.  The  wine  list  is  well  rounded 
and  contains  entries  that  a  novice  could  impress  a 
date  with. 

The  menu  includes  meat,  poultry  and  aquatic  en¬ 
tries,  including  froglegs  —  we  had  Osso  Bucco  and 
Chicken  Roulade. 

The  Osso  Bucco  is  finely  cut  veal  in  a  mushroom 
and  wine  sauce.  The  peppered  sauce  directs  the 
flavor  of  the  veal  (which  I  often  find  too  bland  when 
left  to  its  own  devices)  but  does  not  overpower  the 
subtle  combination  of  veal  and  mushrooms. 

The  Chicken  Roulade  would  have  been  excellent, 
except  that  it  seemd  to  have  paused  to  admire  the 
Hirshfelds  on  the  way  to  my  table,  and  was  a  little  less 
than  succulent  by  the  time  it  arrived.  It  consists  of 
boned  breast  stuffed  with  mushrooms,  ham,  and 
Swiss  cheese,  again  in  a  wine  and  mushroom  sauce. 
The  Chicken  Roulade  is  much  bolder  and  more  com¬ 
plex  than  the  Osso  Bucco:  the  tangy  combination  of 
ham  and  cheese  in  the  chicken  made  a  richer  entree. 

The  problem  with  sending  two  small  people  to  do 
restaurant  reviews  is  that  they  can't  eat  hors 
d'oeuvres,  the  better-than-standard-fare  salad,  the 
excellent  (and  rotating)  bread  (we  had  a  delicate 
cranberry),  and  entree  with  vegetable  and  potato, 
and  get  through  dessert.  So  we  watched  other  diners 
consume  desserts  while  we  drank  rich,  probably 
Columbian-blend  coffee.  Diners  at  a  neighboring 
table  vouched  for  the  pie. 

Of  course  I  must  mention  that  prices  for  the  entrees 
reach  the  upper  middle  range  —  $10-15.  But  the  food 
is  generally  good,  and  the  atmosphere  lends  itself  to 
relaxed,  leisurely  dining.  (I  was  too  nervous  to  stop 
the  waitress  from  pouring  water  on  top  of  my  last  bit 
of  wine.  My  fault,  really  —  it  felt  unseemly  for  a  per¬ 
son  who  was  making  their  living  at  eating  to  leap  up 
and  scream.) 


There's  also  a  tempura  and  stir  fry  section  for  all  the 
dykes  who  had  to  leave  their  woks  at  home  while  on 
vacation. 

We  began  with  the  Portuguese  soup,  a  hearty 
tomato  base  full  of  kale,  beans,  potatoes,  and 
sausage.  It  was  thick  and  filling,  good  for  the  nippy 
early  April  weather.  The  fresh  seafood  combo,  a  cold 
assortment  of  shellfish  (oysters,  shrimps  and  little 
necks  and  mussels  in  a  vinaigrette)  and  smoked  fish  — 
known  in  some  circles  as  lox  —  appealed  visually  and 
gastrotorily. 

A  sign  by  the  seafood  counter  mentioned  that  the 
Lobster  Pot  smokes  its  own  fish.  Take  some  home! 
Their  smoked  salmon  was  light  and  fresh,  much  bet¬ 
ter  than  any  store  bought  fish  (and  we  come  from 
Brooklyn  orthodox  Jewish  stock.) 

Hot  appetizers  we  tried  were:  Oysters  Pesto  —  a 
fine  pesto,  but  too  much  of  it  drowned  out  the 
oysters  underneath;  the  Seafood  Quiche,  jammed 
with  huge  chunks  of  shellfish  and  not  turned  to  mush 
like  some  quiches  I've  known,  and  the  soft  shell  crab, 
also  quite  good,  sauteed  in  an  herbed  butter. 

For  entrees,  we  stuck  to  the  house  specialties  sec¬ 
tion.  Sopa  Do  Mar,  a  sort  of  Portuguese  version  of 
bouillabaisse,  came  steaming  to  the  table  in  its  own 
casserole  dish.  It  was  full  of  clams,  mussels,  shrimp, 
squid,  and  fish,  swimming  in  a  light  tomato  wine 
broth.  No  ingredient  overpowered  any  other,  and 
the  broth  was  just  subtle  enough  to  accent  the 
seafood.  Seafood  Algarbe  was  served  similarly,  in  a 
creamy  garlic  sauce  over  thin  noodles.  Baked  Stuffed 
Sole,  stuffed  with  crabmeat,  was  huge  in  serving  size, 
but  rather  dull  in  a  standard  mushroom  sauce.  The 
Coquille  St.  Jacques  also  came  in  a  generous  portion, 
with  big  sea  scallops,  very  tender  and  juicy.  All  of  the 
entrees  had  very  fresh  ingredients,  were  prepared 
with  an  eye  towards  maintaining  the  integrity  of  the 
seafood  flavors,  and  were  nicely  presented.  Our  only 
venture  out  of  the  speciality  section  was  the  Surf  and 
Turf  entree  (ever  try  making  these  up  yourself?  Sea 


and  Sod,  Brine  and  Barn,  Rudder  and  Udder,  Gill 
and  Glue.  .  .).  A  six-ounce  cut  of  sirloin  and  half  a 
lobster  with  an  herbed  bread  stuffing  was  more  than 
enough  to  eat.  We  ate  at  the  Lobster  Pot  on  two 
separate  occasions,  splitting  the  main  courses  each 
time. 

Other  dishes  offered  on  the  menu  are  14  kinds  of 
fish  (six  always  available,  eight  seasonally)  prepared 
in  any  of  three  different  ways;  a  seafood  section 
which  includes  broiled,  fried  and  baked  combos; 
plus  the  usual  lobsters-by-the-pound. 

All  dinners  come  with  a  salad,  served  family  style, 
potatoes  or  rice,  and  terrific  homemade  breads 
(pumpkin,  whole  wheat,  and  fruit  and  nut  when  we 
were  there). 

Desserts  aren't  listed  in  the  menu  and  rotate  night¬ 
ly.  We  tried  Hot  Fudge  Pie,  which  was  incredibly 
thick  and  rich;  the  Lemon  Mousse,  light  and 
refreshing,  but  a  bit  grainy  toward  the  bottom;  and 
one  of  the  parfaits,  which  came  with  whipped  cream, 
fresh  strawberries,  and  more  thick  hot  fudge  cake. 

An  integral  part  of  our  evening  was  our  waitress, 
Misty.  Energetic  and  attentive,  she  offered  advice, 
commended  us  on  our  keen  choices,  and  two  days 
later  could  still  remember  which  drinks  we  had 
ordered.  My  main  criticism  concerns  our  overly 
zealous  busboy,  who  cleared  away  dishes  and  began 
serving  coffee  before  all  of  us  had  finished  our  main 
course.  But  it  was  only  the  first  month  of  the  season 
and  I'm  sure  he'll  calm  down  some  as  the  summer 
progresses. 

Prices  at  the  Lobster  Pot  range  from  reasonable 
($3.50  average  for  most  appetizers,  $9.00  for  fish)  to 
the  more  expensive  $1 1 .00-13.00  spread  for  special¬ 
ty  and  meat  dishes.  A  supper  for  two  could  easily  cost 
$50.00  but,  just  as  easily  be  $25.00  if  you're  not  big 
eaters  and  share  one  of  their  large  entrees.  The 
restaurant  also  has  a  bar  with  an  inclusive  wine  list. 
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Front  Street:  Rare,  Delightful

Howard  Gruber  is  rightly  proud  of  his  Pro- 
vincetown  restaurant.  A  nine-year  veteran  of  the 
P'town  cuisine  scene,  Gruber  both  owns  Front 
Street  and  serves  as  its  executive  chef. 

Gruber  and  staff  serve  dinners  only  from  May  to 
October  in  his  60-seat  eatery  on  Commercial  St. 
near  the  center  of  town.  Set  off  the  town's  frenetic 
main  drag.  Front  Street  is  quiet  and  charming  and 
features  a  thoughtful  menu  of  cooked-to-order  en¬ 
trees  and  appetizers.  As  Gruber  noted,  "Small 
restaurants  can  still  afford  to  cook  entrees  to  order." 

With  prices  in  an  upper  mid-range  (the  bill  for  two 
dinners  —  $70)  Front  Street  is  the  kind  of  place  most 
people  go  for  special  occasions.  I  go  to  places  like 
Front  Street  for  a  rare  treat  on  a  rare  occasion,  like  a 
stolen  weekend  with  my  longest  term,  and  now 
longest  distance,  lover.  But,  both  the  reunion  and 
the  dinner  were  worth  the  wait. 

Menu  entrees  rotate  weekly,  but  the  entree  list 
always  includes  a  fresh  pasta  dish  with  local  fresh 
seafood,  a  veal  dish,  two  or  three  beef  dishes,  fresh 
sole  with  a  choice  of  four  sauces  and  one  or  two 
chicken  dishes.  Gruber's  style  is  best  described  as 
comprehensively  continental.  Utilizing  fresh  pro¬ 
duce  and  meats  from  Boston  and  fish  and  seafood 
from  the  Cape,  he  fashions  inventive,  unusual  en¬ 
trees  satisfying  both  palate  and  eye. 

The  evening  my  lover  and  I  dined  at  Front  Street, 
Gruber  listed  among  his  four  appetizers  that  week 
clams  calaplanta  and  a  sauteed  mushroom  dish.  The 
clams  had  been  steamed  in  a  tomato  sauce  with 
onions,  green  peppers  and  linguica  sausage.  As  a 
matter  of  personal  taste,  I  never  mix  shellfish  with 


pork;  it  always  seems  like  a  waste  of  shellfish  to  me, 
Portuguese  culinary  traditions  notwithstanding.  But 
Gruber  pulled  it  off  with  his  clam  dish,  managing  to 
let  the  sausage  be  heard  without  overwhelming  the 
clams. 

The  sauteed  shataki  mushrooms,  cut  in  thick  slices 
and  lightly  herbed,  surprised  us  both.  Served  over  a 
bed  of  Japanese  rice  noodles,  the  shatakis  offered  a 
chewy  and  rewarding  texture  with  substantial  flavor. 
The  dish  made  me  wish  for  an  appetizer  that  more 
than  only  tantalizes  the  senses,  but  I  discovered  later 
that  the  mushrooms  appropriately  prepared  me  for 
my  entree. 

We  sampled  one  soup  de  jour,  a  colorful 
lobster/vegetable  stew.  Shredded  carrots  and  lobster 
stock  and  sherry.  The  soup,  while  tasty,  rich  and 
very  beautiful,  did  not  appeal  to  either  of  us.  But  we 
decided  it  was  due  only  to  our  own  tastes  and  not 
the  fault  of  the  soup. 

An  endive  salad  with  cucumber,  radish  and 
shredded  beets  followed  the  soup.  Dressed  with  a 
creamy  Italian  dressing  and  Romano  cheese,  the 
salad  was  satisfactory,  but  nothing  special. 

Front  Street's  entrees,  however,  are  very  special.  I 
ordered  swordfish  with  a  raspberry  vinaigrette  sauce 
and  the  waiter  presented  me  with  as  large  a  portion 
of  the  most  succulent,  fresh  and  delicious  swordfish 
as  has  ever  graced  my  table.  Gruber  grilled  the  fish 
over  a  mesquite  fire,  the  mesquite  wood  having 
been  flown  in  from  Texas.  The  red  raspberries  in  the 
tangy  sauce  sweetly  and  sourly  set  off  the  flavor  of 
the  fish. 

My  partner  ordered  one  of  the  chicken  dishes;  this 


a  sauteed,  boneless  breast  of  chicken  sauced  with 
fresh  tomato,  avocado,  and  mild  chili  peppers.  Be¬ 
ing  a  pepper  fan,  I  ordered  extra  chilis  and  was  in¬ 
dulged  by  the  chef.  Generous  chunks  of  ripe 
avocado,  sweet  tomatos  and  mild  chilis  accom¬ 
panied  a  moist,  tender  breast  of  chicken  and  melded 
into  a  pleasing  dish  based  on  the  very  finest  Mexican 
cuisine. 

Both  entrees  were  served  with  rice  and  a 
vegetable  ensemble  of  stir-fried  broccoli,  red  cab¬ 
bage  and  sweet  red  peppers,  refreshing  in  their  pro¬ 
ximity  to  uncooked  vegetables. 

We  washed  our  dinner  down  with  a  bottle  of 
George  de  Boeuff  beaujolais,  not  a  choice  of  great 
imagination,  but  surely  enough  flexibility  to  apply 
itself  to  everything  we  had  ordered.  The  wine  list  in¬ 
cludes  selections  from  France,  Italy,  Germany  and 
California;  bottles  range  from  $8  to  $25. 

A  chocolate  mint  mousse  pie  and  a  chocolate 
strawberry  tart,  along  with  cups  of  coffee,  proved 
themselves  to  be  appropriate  to  an  already  excellent 
meal. 

Howard  Gruber  told  us  he  vacates  P'town  every 
year  during  the  off-season  to  seek  out  new  recipes. 
His  yearly  forays  for  different  and  better  dishes  is  evi¬ 
dent,  both  in  the  wide  variety  of  his  recipes  and  his 
willingness  to  experiment  with  ingredients.  He  said 
that  salespeople  frequently  try  to  peddle  their  pre¬ 
prepared  plastic,  space-age  entrees  and  he  is 
sometimes  tempted  to  cut  labor  costs  and  become 
"cost  efficient."  But,  he  said,  "that's  not  the  kind  of 
chef  I  am  and  that's  not  the  kind  of  restaurant  this 
is."  Lucky  for  us.

In  December,  1974,  before  I  ever  went  to  Province- 
town,  I  read  Flying  by  Kate  Millet,  in  which  she  has 
what  I  considered  at  the  time  to  be  a  thoroughly  en¬ 
viable  affair  with  an  intellectual  curly-haired  woman 
who  lives  on  the  Cape  for  the  summer  and  sails  a 
Sunfish  in  the  ocean.  My  first  trip  to  Provincetown 
was  the  following  April.  My  friend  Janie,  with  whom  I 
was  miserably  in  love,  drove  us  down  Route  6  in  her 
old  green  Plymouth,  standard  shift,  a  little  too  fast, 
but  so  assuredly.  I  adored  her  behind  the  wheel.  We 
rented  a  place  right  on  the  water;  we  cooked  dinner 
in;  we  read  poetry  to  each  other.  We  went  to  sleep  in 
separate  beds  and  I  tossed  around  all  night:  the  un¬ 
familiar  mattress,  her  presence  in  the  room.  In  the 
morning,  I  decided  to  tell  her,  "I  dreamed  about  you. 

I  always  dream  about  you,"  but  I  couldn't.  Janie 
came  down  with  a  cold.  Later,  it  snowed  —  big,  fat 
flakes  into  the  bay  —  while  I  wrote  a  paper  for  college 
at  the  table  in  the  little  kitchen.  We  drove  back  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon  in  the  slush,  the  car  never  skidding. 
The  apartment  where  we  stayed  is  now  a  real  estate 
office. 

The  reality  of  Provincetown  has  never  been  strong 
enough  to  penetrate  my  fantasies  of  the  place.  The 
hordes  of  sweaty  pink-tee-shirted  gay  boys  from  In¬ 
dianapolis  jostling  kids  with  drippy  yogurt  cones  and 
platinum-haired  ladies  brandishing  plastic  lobsters 
never  faze  me.  I  only  see  Janie  sniffling  on  the  bed 
and  the  fat  snowflakes,  and  the  curly  haired  girl  on 
her  sailboat.

A  clique  of  butch,  middle-aged  dykes  sit  drinking 
cocktails  after  the  beach  on  a  terrace  overlooking  the 
center  of  town.  They  whistle  and  screech  at  the 
straight  women  promenading  by,  and  cackle  at  their 
boyfriends,  who  do  not  rise  to  their  defense.  It  starts 
to  get  dark,  and  the  dykes  strut  off  to  search  out  a 
pool  table,  black  wingtips  gleaming  in  the  moonlight. 
•  •  • 

It's  a  hard  place  to  be  by  yourself,  Provincetown, 


especially  in  the  summer  when  there  are  so  many 
people  everywhere  that  if  you  find  yourself  in  a  place 
with  no  one,  it  must  be  nowhere.  Even  so,  I  imagine 
myself  there  in  retirement,  an  eccentric,  leathery¬ 
skinned  old  hag  riding  a  bicycle.  Last  year  I  stayed  for 
a  week  and  my  lover  left  Sunday  after  Tea  Dance  to 
go  back  to  work.  I  read  mysteries  on  the  beach  and 
swam  topless  in  black  nylon  shorts  like  a  boy  and 
rubbed  myself  with  suntan  oil  although  I  never  burn. 
Evenings  I  slowly  walked  to  the  rotary  and  watched 
the  sun  go  down  into  the  iridescent  dunes.  One  night 
I  went  to  the  bar  by  myself,  had  a  beer.  A  woman 
wearing  a  suede  vest  and  a  cowboy  hat  asked  me  to 
dance.  Most  nights  I  drank  cappuccinos,  and  watch¬ 
ed  the  crowds  of  beautiful  flashy  women  cruise  up 
and  down  Commercial  Street,  and  I  didn't  talk  to 
anyone  until  it  got  late  enough  to  call  home.  Lying  in 
my  bed  I  listened  to  gulls  and  crickets  and  horns  out 
at  sea.

Offseason,  my  lover  and  I  have  sex  in  the  backseat 
of  a  rented  Chevette  in  a  deserted  beach  parking  lot. 
She  is  zipping  up  her  jeans  when  the  park  police 
drive  over  the  horizon.  I  wipe  my  face  on  my  sleeve, 
nonchalantly  turn  the  key  in  the  ignition,  and  burn 
rubber.

My  first  girlfriend  and  I  camped  for  a  week  in  a  bar¬ 
ren  campground  in  North  Truro  full  of  families 
watching  battery-powered  television  sets.  Every  mor¬ 
ning  we  strapped  towels  and  bags  of  sandwiches  and 
the  New  York  Times  to  the  racks  of  our  bicycles  and 
rode  for  miles  against  the  wind  to  the  beach.  We'd 
get  drunk  on  gin-and-tonics  in  the  evenings  before 
we  went  out  to  the  bar,  to  save  money.  One  night  we 
went  to  the  Wellfleet  Drive-In  to  see  Star  Wars  and 
my  lover  squatted  down  and  peed  next  to  our  car, 
right  there  in  the  parking  lot,  because  there  was  no 
place  else  convenient  to  go.  The  straight  people

I  watch  a  dignified  old  man  stroll  naked  along 
the  sand  at  the  gay  beach  near  Herring  Cove.  Only 
with  persistent  coaxing  have  my  friends  persuaded 
me  to  come  to  this  beach,  because  I  am  terrified  of 
being  bitten  by  a  crab  while  crossing  a  tidepool  dur¬ 
ing  the  hike  through  the  dunes  it  takes  to  get  here.
